A proclamation has been issued in 
an extra edition of the Canada Gaz 
ette, extending the prohibition of the 
export of gold coin, gold bullion and 
fine gold bars for another year, The 
proclamation is issued under an act 
passed three years ago, authorizing 
the continuance of the measures tak- 
en during the war to,prohibit the ex- 
port of gold. The present extension 
of the prohibition keeps it in force 
until July 1, 1923, unless an earlier 
termination is made by preclamation.
